The Court is in receipt of Defendant's [17-1] Consent Motion to 
Stay Proceedings in Light of Lapse of Appropriations. As of December 21, 2018, the 
appropriations act that had been funding the Department of Justice expired and 
appropriations to the Department lapsed.
